given additional light during the winter and early Spring 


months. Use 60 watt bulbs spaced.4.ft. apart and 30 inches 


above the plants. Use the lights for a period of 3 hours 
each night after dark up until May lst, keeping in mind 


that at ho, time should there be a period of more than 83 hrs, 


continuous darkness.
